HMOs open doors 
in Twin Falls area

TWIN FALLS - The state’s largest hcalth- 
marntenance organization - Idaho Preferred 
Healthcare rim by Blue Cross of Idaho - has 
started marketing the Magic Valley's first 
HMOplan to area employers. 

And other HMOs are talking with doctors' 
about joinmg their networks and planning 
their own mli^agcd-care insurance strategies. 

"We hope to move into the Twin Falltf'arca 
in ’96,” said corporate communications man- 
ager Georganne Benjamin of Healthscnsc, 
Blue Shield of Idaho's HMO. 

HMOs promise to “contain” the cost of 
doctor arid hospital visits while charging em- 
ployers less for insurance compared with tra- 
ditional health pluhs. 

QuaUMcd, the nation’s second-largest for- 
profit HMO with 4 million members in 36 
states, has contracted with Idaho Physician’s 
Network out of Boise and is marketing a plan 
there starting next month. 

The 120-membcr network has approached 
Twin Falls-arca doctors and other hcalth-carc 
providers about becoming part of, Idaho 
Physician's Network, which would help 


HMOs o’fier managcd-carc insurance plans 
geared toward keeping medical costs down, 
by discouraging, unnecessary use of special-' 
ists and repetition of medical procedures.; 
Sinc.e primary-care physicians manage pa- 
tients for the HMO and decide whether they ' 
need further care, HMO companies need to 
contract with or employ primary-care doc- 
tors. as well as contract with or buy hospitals. 

Doctors at Twin Falls Clinic & Hospital, 
and St. Benedict's Family Medical Center in 
Jerome, plus doctors in Magic Valley Health 
Network, have contracted with Blue Cross to '. 
care for its HMO members. The two hospitals 
also have contracted for services: Magic Val- 
ley Regional Medical Center still is negotiat- 
ing a managed-care contract with Blue Cro.ss. 

With the local HMO. the hospitals arc rc- 
• imbursed a fixed fee for each procedure ’ 
based on the diagnosis. Part of the fee doctors 
normally would: get is withheld, and if they 
contain costs, they can get at least part of that 
money back at the end of the year. 

Employers will soon have quite a few man- 
agcd-carc plans to choose from, predicted St. 
Benedict’s Administrator David Fames. The

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Mother charged in 4-year-old’s 
slaying after commnnity search 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)' 
Thcrrcssn/Jolynn Ritchie and her 
neighbors spent five days search- 
ing for her 4-ycar-ol,d daughter, 
Snrpantha. 

Police knocked on doors, dogs 
sniffed through the woods and 
leaflets were handed out with the 
girl's picture. 

Then Samantha's body was 
found in a watery pit at an aban- 
doned foundry one block from her 
house. 

After nearly two weeks of 
r investigation, police on ThurYday' 
arrested Samantha’s own mother 
and a neighbor on murder 
charges. Ms. Ritchie, 24, and 
, Ernest Vcrnell- Brooks were 
scheduled to be ar^igned Friday. 

“This has been d very painful 
incidem, and I’m sure that we’re 
, very saddened by the way this 
story ‘has unfolded,’’ Police Chief 
Ronald Lowe said. “But now 
there’s a time for healing." 

The arrests shocked this city, 
whose residents had seen Ms. 
Ritchie give tearful intcrvicws'on 
television about her daughter’s 
disappearance. 

To some, it was a reminder of 
the Susan Smith ease in South 
Carolina. Ms. Smith had blamed a . 
blaok carjackcr for the disappear- - 
. ance of her young children a'nd 
pleaded for their return on national 
television before confessing that 
she drowned them. Last week, she 
was sentenced to life in prison. 

Ms. Ritchie was divorced in 
June from Samantha’s father, 
Denton Ritchie, and had- three 
boys, ages 7, and 9, from a pre- 
vious n^lationship. The family 
iived in a rented duplex in a run- 
down neighborhood on Dayton's

north side. Ritchie couldn't imme- 
diately be reached for comment. 

Authorities said M^ Ritchie and 
Bcopks confessed to the slayings, v 
but 'they would not disclose a' 
motive.

Scott Barker would say is that 
Samantha died of head injuries. 

Ms.' Ritchie reported her daugh- 
ter missing the morning of July 
18. She said she had put the girl 
to bed late the previotis night, 
then had gone to sleep at 2:30. 
a.fn. and believed Samantha was 


in bed with her. 
When; she 
awoke at about 
10 a.in., the girl 
was gone, she 
said.

They said it' was common for the 
girl to do so. 

‘Samantha’s aunt, Jeanne 
Kauffman, organized the leaflet 
distribution, and the search began. 
Officials initially believed the girl 
was missing, then rcccivcdd tip. 
that she may have been injured. 

Five days after the girl wos 
reported missing, her body was 
found in. 6 feet of water in o-pit in 
the abandoned foundry, where 
iron castings had once been made. 

Ms. Ritchie’s lawyer, John 
Rion, complained Fridoy that she 
was arrested at her home in such a 
hurry she didn’t have time to put 
on shoes. He also said she.was 
locked in a room for five hours 
par oucstionjng. 

"rm very suspicious over that 
type of interrogation technique' 
and feel she probably would have 
adopted any statement if she was 
in the same condition then that I 
saw her this morning,’’ he said. 

Ms. Ritchie’s mother, Joyce 
Shoemaker, was in court for the 
arraignment. 

“She's Just devastated over the 
death of her child,’’ the 45-ycar- 
old Dayton wdman said. “There’s 
Just no way that she did this." 


Clinton bans sexual orientation 
discrimination in security issues 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Clinton oflicial- 
'ly ended the government assumption that homosexuals 
can't be trusted with national secrets by ordering on 
end Friday to discrimination based on sexual orienta- 
tion in granting security clearances. ' 

Homosexual rights. groups praised the order. 
Elizabeth Birch, executive.dircctor of the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, called It “an important 'step 
tovwd ending govcmmenially sanctioned Job discrimi- 
nation against gay and lesbian people.” 

But Rto. Bob Doman, a long-shot candidate for the 
GOP prnidcntial nomination, called Climon’s action 
-“sonu^ing-elso ho-didnU-have-to-do that's gotten in 
our face." 

“I wouldn’t trust them with a SS loan, let clone the 
nation’s secrets," Doman. R-Calif., said of homosexu- , 
- ols, whom he also labeled "promiscuous by definition.” 
The 13-page order adds the words “sexual orienta- 
tion" to die non-discrimination clause covering access 
to classified matmal. It alk> states, “No inference con- 
cerning the standards in this section may be raised sole- 
ly on the basis of the sexual orientation of the employ- 
ee.” , ' 

The order c^blishes the first uniform standards for 
U.S. agencies in granting security clearances hnd' It 
requires federal agencies to recognize each other’s 
security clearances. 


"The order completes a process of^carcful honing, ' 
spur^ by findings of the Joinl'Sccurity Commission 
in Fcbruaiy 1994, by the Intelligence tlnd National 
Defense agencies in Uicir reviews of such espionoge 
eases as that of Aldrich Ames,” White House press sec- 
retaiy Mike McCuny said in a statement. ' 

An executive order has the force of low, but it edn be 
overturned by Congress. ’• 

Rep. Barney Frank, D-Moss., one of three openly 
gay members of Congress, welcomed the order. He 
worked with the Bush and Clinton administrations in 
on cflbn to change tlic policy on homosexuals. 

“Wc all know that Innumerable lesbians and 'gay ' 
men have served their country loyally and weU 
throughout its history without betraying its mist or giv- 
ing away its secrets," Frank ^d iriai statcmcm."But, 
shamefully, until now, the federal govdrVimcrit was 
unwilling to acknowledge this-fact." '- j 

A memo dated Aug. 3 from Morsha Scott, deputy 
assistant to the president for political affairi>, safd the 
order would be effective immediately upon its publica- 
tion in the Federal Register. The memo was released by 
the Human Rights Campaign Fund. . , 

Leonard Hirsh, president of Federal GLOBE, a 
group of gay, lesbian and bisexual federal employees, 
said his organization would work with government 
agencies to moke sure the new policy is followed.

Research shows protein linked to allergies 


•. WASHINGTON ,(AP) — A 
protein that con help turn a mild 
;allergic reaction into a full-blown 
ottack has been identified by 
'researchers at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

' A study published Friday in the 
Journal Science said that a pro- 
tein called histoihino-releasing 
factor is one of what may be a 
large group of biological factors 
that cause pcoplc.to have strong 
and long-lasting allergy symp- 
toms. 

Dr. Susan M. MacDonald, who 
led the Hopkins research team, 
said that histamine-releasing fac- 
tor, or HRF, is found in about 18 
percent of the general population 
and in about half of patients who 
sulTcr from chronic 'aUcrgics. 


In a typical allergic reaction, a 
person is exposed to a substance, 
called an allergen. An immune 
system molecule called a cytokine 
causes white blood cells to release 
histamine, a substance that can 
cause swelling of cells in the res- 
piratory system. 

In most'peopicKdie reaction 
halts at this point. But In people 
with histamine-releasing factor, or 
HRF, there, is a .scconcLreaction- 
hours later. This late-phasc reac- 
tion is linked to about half of the 
people who have chronic sniffles, 
asthma and other strong chronic 
allergy symptoms. 

"If you have HRF, then you will 
have the severe reactions,” said 
MacDonald. “A test for HRF will 
identify people who will have the 


late phase allergy reaction." 

MacDonald said a test is being 
developed, but it would have little 
practical application because there 
currently is no treatment to 
counter the ejects of HRF. Tne 
ultimate goal is to identify a- 
receptor, a cellular connection, 
that allows HRF to trigger the 
strong reaction. Once a receptor is 
found, she' said, then a drug could 
bq-devoloped to block the reoc- 
tion. 

The scientist said that the aller- 
gic reaction is complex and HRF 
ts not the only factor linked to it. 
She said researchers will have to 
identify the whole family of pro- 
teins before severe allergy reoc- 
tions could be thoroughly under- 
stood and controlled. ■ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Though 
there were “missicps" by government 
lawyers in a legal battle over the White 
House health reform task force, tlftre 
is no evidence the group’s leader 
should be prosecuted, a'U.S. attorney 
has concluded. 

But one of the Republican lawmak- 
ers who had request^ an independent 
counsel in the ease said Friday that 
Congress should further investigate the, 
conduct of White House aide Ira' 
Magoziner. 

"I think it’s something that Congress 
ought to pursue," said Rep. Bob Barr, 
R-^, who with the other Republicans 
on the House Judiciary Committee 
asked for an independent counsel last 
March. “I intend to see what 1 con do 
to see thot Congress looks into tins," 
he said in a telephone interview. 

Boirsaid it would be oppropriate for 
the Judiciary Committee to hold hear- 
ings on the formation of the White 
House task force and "the way in 
which Mr. Magoziner lied oboul it" 

Mogozincr said, “I'm happy to be - 
exonerated. I’ve been completely 
uuihful. I’ve done nothing wrong. And 
I’m glad that that's finally been proved 
aflera thorou^ investigation." 

Eric Holder, U.S. ottomey for the 
District of Columbia, has decided 
not to prosecute Magoziner over 
allegations he liecKunder oath.during 
the litigation by medical groups 


over the task force. 

Holder explained hiS decision in an 
18-page letter to U.S. District Judge 
Royce Lamberth, whOTCleased it 
Friday. 

Magoziner, who helped first .lody 
Hillary Rodham Clinton superC^sO the 
task force, was accused of lying hbout 
its makeup in a March 3, 1993, sworn 
statement. 

Magoziner swore that all members 
of the working groups, which met in 
secret, were either government 
employees or consultants. Magoziner 
also declared the consultants had no 
supervisory role or decision-making 
authority over the Clinton proposals. 

In his letter, Holder criticized the 
White House and Justice Deportment 
lawyers for generating confusion in the 
case by going “back afler the foct” and 
making people who hod been involved 
in the task force fit into the original 
categories described 1^ Magoziner. 

Holder said that . led to "strained

TOKYO (AP) — Two Japanese 
researchers say they've come up 
. with a recipe for the world’s biggest 
piece of pi. 

The two, from the University of 
Tokyo, claimed Friday that they 
haye calculated pi, the ratio of o cir- 
cle’s circumference to its diameter, 
to 3.22 billion decimal places — a 
new record, they say. 

-Yasumasa Kaneda, an assistant 
professor nt the school’s computer 
center, and Daisukc Takahnshi, a 
graduate student, said they broke the 
previous record of 2.26 billion deci- 
mal places set in ,1991 by 
researchers at Columbia University 
in New York City. ■' 

Kaneda said his group used o 
supercomputer to calculate the num- 


ber twice using two different formu- 
las. taking 36 hours 52 minutes and 
53 hours 43 minutes respectively. ' 

Pi, usually given as 3.14, has on 
infinite nurpber of decimal places. 
Such an extremely precise calcula- 
tion of the figure isn’t necessary for 
any practical scicntinc use, but 
researchers say it will contribute to 
improving scientific calculation 
methods. 

“As far as affecting the average 
man who spells pi 'P-I-E,’ 1 can’t 
say that its oil that significant.” said 
John Allen Paulos, n moth professor 
nt Temple University in 
Philadelphia who • wrote 
“Innumcracy” and “A

TWIN FALLS - Idaho unemployment 
climbed to 5.3 percent in July - up from 
June’s 4.8 percent jobless rate. 

But despite the rise, Idaho’s economy 
appears healthy - and stronger than many 
of the other -50 states. Nationwide, unem- 
ployment stood at 5.7 percent lost month - 
slightly higher than Idaho’s rale. 

"I think many, mony states around the 
country would love to have rates like 
these,” said Lon McDonald, Twin Foils- 
.area labor market analyst for Job Service. 

Unemployment is especially low in the 
Magic Valley. In Twin Falls, Gooding and 
Jerome counties - the arcos the state 
Department of Employment label the 


"Magic Volley” - only 4.6 percent of the 
. population was jobless. 

July’s figures were up 0.3 percent in the 
Magic Volley compared with June 1995. 
But the July 1995 jobless rate here is still 2 
percent lower than it was in July of 1994. 

Lost mqj^’s rate was subsUinlially. high- 
er in Minidoka County: 10.2 percent. But 
Cassia County’s rote was the lowest in 
soulh-ccntral Idaho: 2.1 percent. Normally, 
Minidoka and Cassia counties have similar 
unemployment rates ond .McDonald called 
this .month's figures ”on amozing abnor- 
mality” - probably coused by a temporary 
lay-off in the food-processing or manufac- 
turing industries. 


Ovcrol), Idaho's unemployment figures 
don’t hint at a recession, McDonald said. 
"There rcolly- isn’t anything that would 
indicate serious problems ahead.”. 

McDonald says it’s a workers’ market in 
the Twin Falls orca at present. "There’s a 
shortage of workers.” he said, adding that 
workers will’ grow increasingly scarce as 
horvest opproaches. 

Elsewhere in Idaho, the Ponhondlc had 
the state’s highest unemployment at 8.5 
percent. 

Metropolitan . Boise had healthier 
employment figures; only 3.8 percent 
unemployed.

HAGERMAN - When Gary Simms 
walked out of the trees, he was ready to 
confess to police, telling them he just shot .

But family and friends, rhouming the loss 
of the lifelong Jerome resident, recalled that 
Simms. 38, and his buddy seemed looking ' 
for trouble that warm evening July 27. as 
they sat in. thein white pickup truck with 
shotguns. 

"These guys had sawed-off shotguns, 
they meant to kill somebody,” said Shane 
Anderson, who tried, in vain to stop the 
bleeding as Luna lay dying on a dusty park- 
ing lot. 

The confessed killer has a history of vio- 
lence: Nineteen years ago, Simms spent five 
years in prison after being convicted in 
L 1976 for first-degree assault in Portland, 
Ore., said Sharon Christensen, custodian of 
records for the Oregon Department of 
Corrections. ' 

Luna was it trained rock-concert bouncer 
and construction worker who lived life to 
the fullest, friends said during his funeral 
this week. His family bristled at media , 
depictions of the shooting as stemming | 
from a racial argument. Luna is Hispanic, 
but his widow is white. 

Luna was among a group of revelers at a 
swimming hole in the Hagerman Wildlife 
Refuge that Thursday evening. Before the 
shooting. Simms ond his friend, Bill 
Duffey, told bystanders something about 
bringing back their white supremacist 
"brothers" os reinforcement because some- 
thing wos "going down.” said Tummeru 
Burch, IS. of Twin Falls. 

"Tliey got into my face saying something 
was going down, stay the hell out of the 
way. ] told them not to get into my face 
about it,” Burch sai'd. who was part of 
Lunn's group at the Mermaid Swimming 
Hole. 

A preliminary hearing is scheduled for 10 
o.m., Wednesday, to determine whether 
Simms, from Grants Pass, Ore., will be 
prosecuted in Gooding County 5th District 
Court on the felony charge of voluntary 
manslaughter. _ . 

Police arrested Sifnmsaown the road 
from the slaying.Xc told authorities, "I did 
it, but it was in self-defense,” afier emerg- , 
ing from some trees where he was ponder^i 
log whether to confess, according to an affi^ 
davit written for the case by Detective 
Shaun Gouglr of the Gooding County 
Sheriff's Department.

“Evito in our most pristine arcus we . 
see si^ificant human impacts; air 
pollution, urban development, water 
.divenion,” said Tliomas' Stohlgrcn, 
‘oniicNniional Biological Service in 
Fort Collins, Colo. 

“The population in mountain 
communities is going to double in 


the next 20 to 40 years — growth 
rates that rival Third World coun-' 
tries,” he said. 

Stohlgrcn said human-caused 
change in the Rockies has dam- 
aged habitat and closed migration 
corridors for native wildlife, fos- 
tcr.cd invading species and 
reduced biofogi^al diversity. 

Binkley said humans drove griz- 
zly bears, wolves and bison from 
much of the Rockies, and near- 
record populations of elk and 
other hooved animals are munch- 
ing. ancient aspen stands. 

Grasslands have bo.cn replaced 
by pondcrosa pines, bark beetles 
ravaged forests, and the number of 
large trees in the Rockies has 
dropped bya-third in the past-40;. 
years, Binkley said. 

University of Montana ecologist 
Jack Stanford said the Colorado 
River system is among the world’s 
most regulated, with dams and 
water diversion (hat ended season- 
al flow and temperature patterns 
in all but the upper Virgin, Yampa 
and Little Colorado rivers. 

That wrecked habitat, reduced 
spawning, put native fish on the 
endangered list and allowed exotic 
‘species to invade, he said. • • 

Mark Williams, a geographer at 
the University of Colorado at. 
Boulder, dctchnincd that nitrogen 


air pollutants dumped by rain or 
snow in Colorado’s Front Range 
have outstripped the ability of 
alp.inc plants to use nitrates os fer- 
tilizer. .

air pollution, and protect wildlife 
habitat and corridors.

.-VANCOUVER, Wash. (AP) — 
A lofg-haul trucker awaiting triol 
here in e rape-riaying wrote a letter 
to his brother claiming he had killed 
eight people in the past five years. 

■ “1 am sorry that I turned out this 
woy.” says the letter attributed in 
Clark County court dodumenus to 
Keith Hunter Jesperson. 40. 

*T have been a killer for five ycors 
and-havc killed eight people. 
Assaulted more,", he wrote in the 
letter sent just before his arrest in 
March. “Seems like my luck has run 
out 1 will never be able to enjoy life 
on the outside again.” 

Jesperson was arrested in Cochise 
Coun^, Ariz., after he called Clark 
County sherifFs Detective Rick 
BucluiCT on March 24 from a south- 
ern Ari^na truck stop to confess to 
stranglK^ Julie Wmningham,.41, of 
Comas. 

He.goes to trial Sept. 1 1 in Clark 
County Superior Court on charges 
of first-degree murder and first- 
degree rape in Winnigham’s death. 

. . .Jesperson has not been charged in 
any other case, but Clark County 
officials sent out a teletype nation- 

■ wide describing the cose and advis- 
ing other jurisdictions to check into 
any unsolved slayings that might fit 
his travel patterns. The advisory so 
far has drawn the interest of author- 
ities in 16 jurisdictions, as far east 
as NeW'York’ state and in Utah, 
Nevada and Oregon. 


Clark County sheriffs deputies 
served a search warrant in Spokane 
County, where Jesperson hod 
parked his car ot the offices -of his 
employer. Systems Trucking of 
Cheney. 

An affidavit on that scorch 
includes the letter they- say 
Jesperson' wrote to his brother in 
Scinh, in Yakima County. 
Detectives obtained a copy of the 
letter from his brother in May. 

“I got into a bad situation and got 
caught up with emotion. I killed a 
womon in my truck during on argu- 
ment,” the letter says. “With all the 
evidence against me it looks like I 
truly^am a black sheep. The court 
wilhappoint me a lawyer and there 
will be a trial. I am sure they will 
kill me fbr this.” 

Authorities contend Jesperson 
killed Winningham in the sleeper 
cab of hjs truck while it was parked 
on 0 Woshougal sircct on March 10. 
He told police they had a fight after 
they had sex and she accused him of 
rape, according to court documents. 

Winningham was a Camas resi- 
dent who had movcd'to Utah and 
returned to the area with Jesperson 
in February.* Her nude body was 
found March 1 1 on state Highway 
14 just across the border of neigh- 
boring Skamania County. 

“As I sat^.it, I was hoping they 
would cntch^mc," the letter says. “I 
look 48 sleeping pills lost night, and 


I woke up well rested. The nitc 
before, I took two bottles of pills to 
no avail. They will arrest me 
today." 

Jesperson — 6-fool-6 and 250. 
pounds — was tracked down and 
questioned about the cose by sherf 
iff's deputies March 22 in Los 
Cruces, N.M., but was not arrested. 

When he called Buckner and con- 
fessed. court, papers say, he said 
he’d swallowed a bottle of slewing 
pills in an unsuccessful suicide 
attempt the night before. 

Deputies say Jesperson wrote the 
letter to his brother the same day he 
made the call. 

“Dad. always has worried about 
me because of what I have gone 
through in the divorce, finances etc. 

I have been taking it out on dificr- • 
ent people," the letter says. 

He and. his wife of four years 
were divorced in Yakima County in 
1990, court records show. Tlic cou- 
ple had three children. 

Jesperson spent the two weeks' 
after Winningham’s dfc'ath on the 
road, driving to Pennsylvania and 
back west through Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona. 

The affidavit filed in Spokane 
County says the Oregon case con- 
cerns a womon whose body was 
found along a Mcdford-arca high- 
way in March. She had been last 
seen at a Wilsonvillo, Ore., truck 
slop in August 1994.

• tion” whether ^hc initiative was 
constitutional, because of the con- 
stitutional scpahilion of church and- 
state. 

But he said because it appeared 
the benefit from the change would- 
go to parents, not parochial schools, 
"it follows "that the proposed credit 
is probablyconstitutional.” 

Sponsors of the ^-'called 
"Teachers Right to Work’^rniiiativc 
expanded their proposal to include 
two other sections of Idaho law. 
Tliat was intended to meet anbbjcc- 
tion raised by an attorney general’s

Continued from B1 
cient jn a variety of skills. 

■ "This is what is considered to be 
the triathlon of the western horse 
world,” said 34-ycar-old Connie: 
Gill of Rupert, who managed the 
competition. The three events of a 
snaffle-bit competition arc herd 
work, dry work and fence work, she 
said. 

Herd work and fence work arc 
based upon cattle herding and 
emphasize the ability to control a 
cow. Dry work is a test of grace. 

In herd work, or cow cutting, a 
herd is released into the arena-, a 
cow is separated from it, and the 
rider has minutes to demonstrate 
his skill in. preventing it from get- 
ting back to the herd or running past 
him in the opposite direction. 


In fence work, a single cow is 
released into the arena. The rider 
and his horse have to establish con- 
trol over it, turn it into a fence, 
make it turn to the right and then 
the left, and then make it run in one 
tight circlc'in each direction. 

In dry work, a cowboy rides his 
horse in a figure eight. He is judged 
on his ability to get the hoVsc to 
smoothly change the foot it leads 
with in its gallop and on the shape 
ofhis figure eights. 

In all three events, the less one 
uses the reins, the better. A horse 
should know what to do without 
guidance. Gill .said. 

A 12-contcstant snaffic-bit com- 
petition like Friday’s typically lasts 
three hours - too long to be a rodeo 
event. Gill said. 

She said snaffic-bit competitions 


arc most common in the west. 

Snaffic-bit horses could go on to 
become rodeo horses, specialize in 
cow cutting, become an English 
show jumper or even a fox-hunting 
horse. ' 

Tony Jardinc, 20, of Twin Falls 
rode his horse Dee Fancy Slippers 
in the competition. The horse had 
only been ridden 38 times — not a 
lot of experience even by snaffle-bit 
standards. ^ '

It means that 
we arc called to be good stewards of all 
God’s gifis. It means if we don’t protect 
those resources, someday we will answer 
. to the creator. 

Iri the beginning of, America, our 
ancestors believed the Earth was theirs to 
rape and plunder. But then some pio- 
neers noticed resources were dwindling. 

They began to realize their survival 
was at stake and, further, that preserva- 
tion of resources was better thim starva- 
tion and death. 'Nothing less is at stake 
for us. Ifwe don’t uike care of the cre- 
ation, 'it will not take core of us. 

That’s why I hope every congregation 
in the United States will launch a letter- 
. writing campaign that wUi flood 
Washington with protest. Let your repre- ’ 
"^entativc'knownharwhar has transpired 
ID Congress is not your wish. Moke those 
, letters numSrous and hot. Only votes will , 
get their attention. . •, '

TWIN FALLS - It wasn’t long ago when 
the words “Sunday best” meant wearing suits 
and dresses to church every wick. But for 
many churchgoers*, the definition has 
changed - from formal, modest apparel to 
casual clothes. 

“It is a trend, especially during the summer 
(for' people to dress down),” said Fran 
Hernandez, parish secretoiy for St. Edward's 
Roman Catholic Church in Twin Falls. 
"People are getting more lax about what they 
wear to services.” 

Summertime is usually the season when 
people become more relaxed about what they 
wear, echoed Brian Thom, priest at the 
Episcopal Church of the Ascension in Twin 
Falls. But even during the winter months, 
most people now prefer to dress casually dur- 
ing worship, he said. 

"We are not a formal church,” he said. 
“Wo are not a real necktie crowd.” 

Members of his congregation wear ony- 
(hing from a coat and tie to Bermuda shorts 
and-polo shirts, Thom said. ' 

“A lot of the time, people go from church 
to the golf course without having to change 
their clothes, " he said. 

Some congregations, however, ^ to steer 
■clear of this kind of informality in order to 
maintain the utmost respect and modesty in 
church. 

“Whatever wo wear, say and do should 
. glorify the Lord,” said Pastor M.L. Glacz of 
Gnce Baptist Church, referring to a passage 
in the Bible. “Wc prefer that people dress 
modestly when they come to church." 

At Grace ^Baptist, people dr^s according 
to their place ^during worship, Glatz said. 
Those who arc in front of the congregation 
reading scriptures or singing wear dro:^ or 
suit's', while those in the' congrcgaiioa may 
wear slocks, coat .and tic or dresses. 


The tradition of dressing formally for wor- 
ship is long-standing at tlw Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints -as well, said 
member Darlene Hanscit 
<' “Wc have always worn our Sunday best,” 
she said. “That hasn’t changed. It doesn’t 
chonge.” 

. The old tradition of dressing up when wor- 
shipping is mostly a result of the feeling thot 
a church is the house of God, Thom said. 

“People used to dress very fomialiy at 
church because that’s the way we showed.^, 
respect ond honor for God,” he said. “But 
now there are other ways of showing 
respect.” , 

But sometimes disrespect for God’s mes- 
sage is unintentional, because people don’t,, 
realize they ore wearing clothes that moke a * 
“slotemcnt,” soid'ihe Rev.- Lawrence Vedder 
oflmmonuci Lutheran Church. 

“Some fashions seem to set a janing note,” 
he said. “Some people are sending out their 
own message because of their clothes, and 
that keeps them, and others.- from 'receiving a 
message from God.” - 

These “statements” make other people in . 
the congregation feci uncomfortoblc and, in 
the end, moke the p^n feel uncomfortable 
as well, Vedder said. But simply wearing 
casual clothing in church, like shorts, is com- 
pletely acceptwie, he said . 

“1 wish more people would make on obvi- 
ous move towora eomfott, ^tecially in the 
middle of the summer in ait uh-oircondir. 
tioned church,” Vedder soid. . 

- So for. there haven’t been complaints 
about people making the decision to “dress 
down” for church; lliom said! Parents hnd 
Idds alike wear comfortable, casual clothe to 
services, realizing that it’s not what you wear 
but what you feel that counts, he said. 

“We’re just all happy that the kids arc 
coming to church at all,” Thom said. 
“Clothes aren't impotiant. ViTiat's imponont 
. is what is. in your head and in your heart."

Post-abortion programs 
are on rise in churches 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — The Rev. 
Tom Johnson has an elective way of 
getting young people to sit down to 
dieir studies.' ^ 

He pays them. 

Ten students in Johnson’s three- 
week church-sponsored summer 
school graduated recently, some of 
them having earned os much os $265. 

One by one. th^ walked up to the ' 
altar at the Allegheny United Church 
of Christ on Pittsburg’s North Side, 
received a certificate bearing their 
name and later an envelope full of 
dollar bills. 

“I'm. going to buy some clothes,” 
15-ycor-old Veronica Marrow said as 
she counted her cosh. < ' 

Another iS-ycar-old, Reena Ray, 
said she was going to spend ber 
money on outfits for -her I-year-old 
daughter, Shanequa. 

People get paid for learning on the 
job, Johnson reasons, so it makes 
sense to give inner-city students, the 
same kirtd of incentive. 

"This is a mirror of what goes'on in 
the workplace.” he said. ”I did not 
know all I needed to know, or all I do 
now, about being a pastor for a 


church, and I got paid while 1 learned.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — 
Could the famed Shroud of Turin turn 
out iq be authentic after nil? 

Carbon dating tests on three tiny 
patches of the legendary “burial cloth 
of Chrjst" by three sCporale labs in 
1988 suggested that the cloth was 
actually no more than 600 years old. 
But the man who headed the 40-mcm- 
ber learn that investigate the cloth in " 
1978 says that more recent experi- 
ments by a Russian laboratory point to 
the possibility that the testing was 
skewed by a 1532 fire that-changed 
the linen's chemical composition, 
making it appear younger than it is. 

”I believe. the Russians ore onto, 
something," says John Jackson, the 
former Air Force Academy physics 
professor who now directs resairch for 
the Tbrin Shroud Center of Colorado.' 
"I think people were too hasty in 
accepting the carbon datings.” 

Aoooiding to Jackson, a team bead- 
ed by biochemist Bmitri Kouznetsov. 
at the -Sedov- Biopoiymer Research 
Laboratory in Moscow subjected 6loth 
which they knew to be 1,800 years old 
to a fire.similor to the one. that dam-, 
aged the shroud. A subsequent carbon 
dating. test, he rays, produced the erro- 
neous “ finding " that .that cloth was 
only a few. huiidred years old. 

. But not everyotje is ready to dis- 
miss the carbon datings of the Shroud.- 

Paul Damon, one of the two prind- 
pal investi^tors. who conducted the 
carbon tests at’jhe University of 
Arizona in *Tuscbn, says other scien- 
tists have examined Kotiznetsov’s cal- 
culations and fitid they don’t oad up. 

..‘‘I .think'tbe man’s a.charlatnn,” he 
said: “He appeared at an AMS 


(Accclcrotcd Mass- Spectrometer) 
meeting in Colifomia and-couldn't 
answer the questions. And the labora- 
tory which he says did the carbon test- 
ing for him, there’s no reference of 
such 0 lob doing that. work.” 

Domon says he stands by his 
results. To soy thot the doting was 
throw offbecausc of the 1532 fire is 
‘’nonsense,” he says. “We conducted 
experiments on charred fiber, and 
found it didn’t moke a difference.” 

Still, Jackson's colleagues say they 
find it difficult to believe that the 
cloth is the work of a forger.

' bon dates, 1 said, 'Either all the sci- 
ence -wc did is wrong, or the carbon- 
dating is wrong."* soys Joseph Heller, 

0 biophysicist from Danbury, Conn. 
"And I know our science is not, 
wrong." 

Alan Adler, a chemist and retired 
professor at Western Connecticut 
State University, said his spectroscop- 
ic anolysis of the shroud shows that 
the area which was used for carbon 
testing -has-a different chen&icol com-.- 
position than other areas of the cloth. 
Pouibly, he says, the piece is a repair 
job, woven after the original. 

But even more comipelling for 
Adler, who is Jewish ’ is his recent

- Jackson, 49, and his wife Rebecca, 
who is the.Turin Shroud Center’s

tion, have been conducting lectures on 
why they think it’s authentic. 

For example, John Jackson says, 
tests conducted in 1973 showed large 
amounts of pollen from the Middle 
East on the cloth, difficull to explain if 
the shroud never left Europe. 

And on the subject of forgery, the 
Jacksons say that such a person would 
have had to possess a knowledge of 
first-century Judaic customs: that 
would have been next to impossible 
' for a presumed Christian forger living 
in Europe before the printing press. 

Rebecca Jackson, a former 
Orthodox Jew who is now Catholic, 
said, some critics say the shroud is a, 
hoax because it shows bloodstains 
that were not washed off the body 
prior tg burial, something that would 
seem to fly against traditional Jewish 
practice. • ■ 

But in facL says Rebecca Jackson, 
Jcvyj^Iaw forbids the washing of the 
body^n four instances: when the 
deceased has died a violent death; was 
killed by a Gentile; received capital 
-punishmcni-fora-crime-of-Q-religious- 
nature; or was considered h poresh 
mozhateeboor, an outcast from the. 
Jewish commuiiityi Jesus,, she says; 
would have ftillea into any of the four 
categories. • . 

"But would a Gentile in the 14th 
century have known that?” she asks. It 
is alihost impossible to believe that a 
forger would have known such iritri- 
cate details , of the law, she says, espe- 
cially when most Jews did not know 
them cither. 

The Jacksons also cite' other apsccts 
they believe bolstcr.their view: • 

; ' The’man whose image is op the 
cloth, says Rebecca Jackson, is dis-! 
tinctivciy Semitic: wooly hair texture. 


a long, rectangular-head, full lowej 
lip. higli check bones. Given the anti- 
Semitic feeling then sweeping 
Europe, she. asks, would a Gentile 
forger have wanted to emphasize 
Jesus’ Jewishness? 

• The shroud has a herringbone 
weave, something the Jacksons say 
was widely used in the Middle East in 
the first century but not in Europe. 
The size of the cloth fits exactly the 
specifications required ofburial cloths 
in Biblical times — two cubits by 
eight cubits. '*■ 

“The question isi” says Jackson, 
“ho.w would a forger know- such 
-details. Even if he did, how would he 
have made the cloth?" 

Central to the debate, however, is 
how the image got onto the cloth, 'nie 
Jacksons reject the argument put forth 
by Joe Nicell, of the Committee for- 
Scientific Investigation of Claims of 
the Paranormal, who says he', can 
make a shroud by placing a wet cloth 
over a bos relief and gently rubbing it 
with iron oxide. 

— Jackson,- however, -says the image is • 
not something “pointed" but appears 
to come ftom a change in the color of 
the cellulose itself, brought on by heat 
or a burn. • . 

Only in this case, he says, the image 
seems to have been produced by a 
radiant heat that lasted far less man 
.oncibundredth of a Second, just 
enough to cause the surface fib^ to 
discolor but not those underneath. 

-Then, says Jackson, there’s the 
nature of the image. With the help of 
^mputers, measuring the iniensi^ of 
the shadows, the image can be trans- . 
formed, he says, into a three-dimen- 
sional model — someAing that just 
doesn’t work with 'other paintings.
